On Bovenber 1, 1950, Sk SCOTT MILISB telephoned fro» »e» York. He eald 
that In reviewing with GOLD the aaterlaX obtained In the search of the 
OOLD realdanoe ae It aj^aiwd to relate to BflROTHilAH, they oaae to that 
waterlal whloh pertained to the Jtagneeiua Powder Reaoaroh. At that 
point, OOLD said that there was more aaterlal pertaining to Magnealua 
Ponder that waa In the house j ,that the day before the search aade, 
be had gathered toother a lot of the BROTHUAN stuff and had pat it into 
a red envelope. He labeled the red envelope ‘A-B. Stuff," and hid It 
eonewhere in the bou8|. He preauaes that the a^nts say not have found 
the envelope and suggested tliat they sake another eearch. 

Agent MIUJBH as well m the other agents vdio were involved in the eearch 
and the preparation of reports recalled that the rad envelope labeled 
•A.B. Stuff" had been found at the tin of the search. Aftar reviewing 
, the.. other Mterial .that had jbean .obtained during the search, it was . ^ 
found that Biateriai relatlng 'Wlliagnssittai Powder had been fond attached 
to eoaa other seterlal whloh was thought to have been obtained ly COLD 
■from SLACK and accordingly, had renained attached thereto instead of 
being sent to New York in connection with the BROTHUAN fib * This being 
undoubtedly the extra aaterial on Uagnesiua which GOLD had referred to, 
it was aailed to New York toother with descriptive nestcranda and the 
rsaulte of the Interview with GOLD relating to this specific data.

On May 31, 1950 SA HOWARD A, SEARL oade arrangements witii Itr, J. C, 
AGNEW, Secret^ of Sun OH Cots^iansr, 1608 Walnut Street, to observe 
all permits or passes of Indlviduale who entered the Sun Oil 
properties in the Philadelphia area during the period 19U2 to Jamiar/ 
I, 19U7. 



Ur* AGNEW advised that records of the Sun Oil main offices in 
Philadelphia revealed their pass system was not initiated in the 
offices until January of 19l;d. AGNEW advised that the pass and pexniit 
records of the Uarcus Hook plant of the Sun Oil Coa^i^ irere In 
storage; however, he had ascertained from persons familiar with the 
situation that th^ could be made available for the pertinent period* 

When available, he would advise the writer* 

Subsequently, Hr. AGNEIT advised that the records were located at the 
offices of the Sun Oil Compare in Harcus Hook, Pa* and would be made 
available to agents of this office by Ur* CHARLES H. HOLLENBACK; 
therefore Special Agents HOWARD A. SEAHL and WILLIAU E* HUGHES on 
June 1, 1950 began checking these records* The search was continued 
June 2, 1950 by SAs WILLIAU B* HUGHES and DAVID W, BREEN and JAMES 
£. HELUBR* 

The records showed and Ur* HOIXENB/UJK explained, that the actual visitors* 
permits for the period prior to about June 1, 19li3 had been deslaroyed 
and large recapitulation sheets were typed up bef csre the passes were 
destroyed* These sheets frequently will contain erroneous interpretations 
of the handvrriting that originally appeared on the passes but, where 
possible, the spellings of these names have been verified by typewritten 
letters which were issued and idiich indicated that clearance from the 
War Department had been obtained and will be set out In the same w^ as 
they appear on the typewritten letters* 


Large logs about 11 x 16 In* which were actually signed by the visitors 
were maintained (or photostatic cooies of the sane) from about June 1, 
19h3 to January 1, 19UU* From 19lt4 on the actual passes themselves 
were examined through the year 19^6 and the following results were 
obtained* The initials of the agent that extracted this information 
from the files will appear in parenthesis following each entry.

With reference to the above item, this is the only record of a pass having been 
issued to asiyone with the name even faintly resembling SEMEN SEMINOV or 
ANATOLI IAKOVLEV. Mr, F, R, LANG* assistant superintendent of Cracking Plant 
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6/9/50 

Sun Oil Comparor# Ifarcus Hook> Pennsylvania, maintains in his desk a 
"visitors' file" vhtch he keeps for his own information* He searched through 
this visitors' file and noted a torn piece of paper on idiich ‘were handwritten 
in red pemll the names of the group of eix persops listed in the previous 
paragraph. In black pencil he noted that he had personally mfitten that 
he escorted this group through plant No. 10 at 11:30 A.K., May 15, 191:2 
and that a line in black pencil had been drawn through the name SEMIiKJV, 
which would indicate to Mr* lANG that SEMINDV was probably not in the groi 5 > 
•that visited the plant, although a pass was issued -to SEUINOV* LANO stated 
frequently where a delegation was going to go through the plant, ‘the passes 
for the entire group would be prepared in advance of their arrival* Mr* LANG 
stated he believed the handwriting in red pencil listing the names of the six 
persons in this group -was that of a Vice President of the Comparer* It was 
definitely not in Ihe handwriting of the individuals visiting the plant*

or ary other written material but no record could be located*

F, R. LANG, assistant superintendent of cracking plant was interviewed 
by 5A TOaiAM E, HUGHES on June 2, 1950* In checking his visitors' file 
he ra>ted that he bad escorted the f oUcrwingjgaxr of7.ppre2;g through the 
Uarcus Hook refinery of Sun Oil Compaiy o lTSctoher 3. GEORGE HARGROVE 

of the E- B. Badger and Sons Company, Mrs* GOUSSEVA of Amtorg, Mr* * -/ 

IIARKATUNOV of Amtorg and Mr. FOMICHEV of Amtorg. These persons were escAted 
'through the 10-3 plant and the 12-3 plant (the latter being the naptha r^oxming 
unit). LANG also noted in his file a letter had been written by E. B. 

Badger ani Sons Company, July 5, 1914: to Siui Oil Company referring back to a 
letter written by J. HOTiARD PEW, June 26, 29hh to a Mr. SEMINO^V of the 
Soviet Government Purchasing Commission regarding the furnishing of instructors 
for Russian trainees. This is being mentioned only because it is another 
spelling of SHUNOV's name. 
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Mr. CHAJlIiES £• MASCHAIX^ assistant manager of the Marcus Hook refinery, iras 
interviewed June 2 , 1950 fcy SA ¥.miAM E. HUGHES and advised that plant No. 

10 was the plant visited by most of the Russians and also the plant where 
most of the Russians were trained. This was the most modem catalytic cracking 
plant in the U. S* at that time, having been built In 19iJ.. It was known as 
the Houdry unit. MASCHALL also advised that aliens visiting the 
Mamus Hook Refinery during the war were first cleared by the U. S. Army 
Third Service Command, Baltimore, Md. After clearance by the war department 
was received, correspondence was handled by Mr. AL J. QOEAND and passes 
also issued by GORAMD. He was then and still is the head of all plant 
protection for the Sun Oil Con^jany in the U. 5. His office is located at 
1606 Walnut Street, Philadelphia* GORAND maintains since about January 1, 

19li3 all correspondence between Sun Oil and the Third Service C omman d office 
of the Amy with respect to clearing aliens for visits to Sun property. 

Itr. MASCHAll telephonically contacted GORAND 
and ordered him to s earch his records for any correspondence relating to the 
May 15# 19l|2 visit of the Russian group including SEMINOV. This search was 
conducted with negative results, ibr. MASCHALL was able to locate a letter 
dated Augusts# 19li2 addressed to Sun Oil Conpary from Lt. Colonel G. H. 
SUIH)ERMAN, Quartermaster Corps, Plant Protection Division, Third Service Command, 
Baltimore, Maryland, authorising the following persons to be allowed to visit 
Marcus Hook as representatives of the Soviet Ckvemment Purchasing Commissioni

BORIS I. BONDARENKO, technologist 

MVSILH A. SAFONOV, Mechanical engineer

It is noted that throughout the check of the visitors' permits, there were 
included Tilso American citizens who were employees in every instance of the 
£. B« Badger and Sons Compaiy. The names of these Ametrican citizens were 
included because they were acting either as instructors or interpreters of 
the Russians and such Information may be desired in the future for information 
regarding identity, background or activity of the Russians while at Marcus 
Hook. 
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Mr. tJHAKLES E. MASCHALL, Mr. F. UNO and Mr. CHARLES HOLLENBACK, all advised 
that the E, B. Badger and Sons CoB^kany are well known nationally in the 
United States for their ability at refinery construction work. Mr. MASCHAH 
stated that the Badger Company held contracts with the Russian Government 
to erect three diffei:*ent oil r ef inerios in Russia; however, these contracts 
were never completed and the refineries were never built by Badger. 


Ihe names of all the Russians mentioi^d in this memo as well as nationals 
of Soviet countries are being indexed to this memo. There are also being j 
indexed the names of all known eaployees of Badger idio acted as escorts, J 
instructors or interpreters for the Russians.

Concerning the document entitled "The Circumstances Surrounding 
Uy lork as a Soviet Agent > A Report," by HARRY GOLD, dated 10/11/50, 
there is information contained in teis document which if made public 
might prejudice a continuing investigation. This fact should be pointed 
out to HARRY GOLD. 

For the information of SA HOHT^^tiiew_|Cific item referred to 
in the document concerns one of GOLD’S 'g ^iw rv tB e r s, JOSEPH KATZ. We, 
however, are not permitted to p6int out to GOLD fpeelfically idiat item 
in the document might prejudice continuing investigation, ihe only t-hing 
we can tell him is that there is information in the document which if 
made public might prejudice continuing investigation. Also, it should 
be pointed out to GOLD that we of course are not in a position to advise 
him or Hr. HAHILTON what information may or may not be made public con- 
cerning his life; however, the Bureau has instructed that we point out 
to QOW the information as set forth above. 

Mr. HAMILTON also made available Sound Seriber discs covering 
interviews of Mr. BALLARD, Associate Attorney, and Hr. HAHILTON with 
HARRY GOLD. In this connection. Hr. HAMILTON recorded all his interviews 
with HARRY GOLD. The review of these Sound Seriber discs has also been 
completed and they have been returned to Hr.

The review of the documentary material pertaining to HARRY 
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Mked bgr Hr* HAUILTONi GOLD Mntioned the box Is in his brother's nans, 
JOSEFH GOLD. Ifr. HAUILTOM esked HABHI GOLD if he bad eenUoned this 
fact to the FBI> and OOID stated it was bis recollection that he had 
not. Mr. ‘HAMILTON then asked GOLD if they shovad not mention this fact 
to the FBI and GOLD stated that they certainly should^ adding that it 
had not occurred to him previously that the FBI might be interested. 

In view of the above, Mr* HAMILTON* s law firm was approached 
on li/26/5h, in an effort to secure the necessary cooperation to take 
a look at the safety deposit box in question for two specific reasons : 

(1) to determine if HARRI GOLD has any papers or documents relating to 
his espionage activities contained in this safety deposit boxj (2) to 
determine if the amount of money in war savings bonds in HARRQT QOID's 
name is several hundred dollars as he indicated to Mr* HAMILTON or 
whether the figure is such greater than several hundred dollars. If 

the figure is much greater of course we would have to question GOLD 

regarding the additional source cf income* 

HARRY GOLD has been most cooperative in the past and this 
matter was taken up with his attorneys with the ihought of cooperation 
and consent in mind rather than resorting to legal steps* 

By letter dated $A/$hf Mr* EALURD, Associate Attorney, 
advised that he had discussed with Mr* HAMILTON the FBI request* It 
was indicated since the express instructions from HARRY GOLD bad been 
to the effect that full cooperation is to be extended to the F6I> the 
request was approved by the law firm* So far as JOSEPH GOLD is con- 
cerned, since the safety deposit box is in JOSEPH COLD'S name, he is 
prefectly willing to have the box opened in bis presence so that his 
personal belongings and those of his late mother may be segregated 
prior to the examination of any papers put there by HARRY GOID. 

It should be pointed out to BARRY GOLD that we are going to 
look at the safety deposit box to make primarily sore that we have not 
overlooked any peters relating to subject's espionage activities. that 
may have been placed there* 

Mr. HAMILTON'S secretary (her identity should be pirotected} 
has indicated that she believed a magatine, possibly the Saturday Evening 
Postf is planning to do an article on HARRY GOLD'S life* It should be 
pointed out to GOLD that if such is the case we would a^reciate if the 
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natore of such an axtiele could be revealed to us before hand. The office 
cannot censure «noh an article and the office cannot advise .either GOLD 
or his attorne/ vrbat mgr or ney not be Bade pvi>lie, but we can point 
out if eons infornation nay prejudice a continuing investigation. OOID'a 
cooperation should be aolicited in keeping us advised of any contemplated 
stories.

JOSEPH GOLD 
was perfectly willing to have the safety deposit box in his name 
examined and readily acconpanied Agents to the Philadelphia Saving 
Fund Society Bank at 12th andMarket Streets* JOSEPH GOLD opened 
the box in the, writer's presence and the material relating to the 
family was segregated from any material pertaining to HARRY GOLD* 

No material or documents were located pertaining to HARRY 
GCLD's Espionage activities. War Savings Bonds in HARRY GOLD’S 
name in the amount of $800 were located. It is to be noted that 
HARRY GOLD mentioned to his attorney, Mr* HAMILTON, he had War 
Savings Bonds in the safety deposit box in the amount of a few hundred 
dollars. 

The above is being set out for the information of SA HUNT 
In the event HARRY GOLD asks about the examination of the safety 
deposit boK.

OOID stated that STEVE was turned 
over to him by PAUL SMITH in July 193€> and remained his Russian 
contact til early 1938 ♦ He commented that the photograph of 
Sherbin bears some resemblance to STEVE. The points of similarity 
between SHERBIN and STEVE are as follows; Weight, height, age, 
color of hair, color of eyes, the chin line, the high cheek 
bones, the heavy neck, and the alleged educational background. 

GOLD states that the characteristics of STEVE that be thinks 
are at variance with the photograph and background known of 
SHERBIN are that STEVE had a coarse appearance and the photo- 
graph of SHERBIN does not reflect that coarseness. The 
characteristics of STEVE that he recalls are that he had a 
slow genuine smile, a very light complexion, was very lugged in 
appearance, had broad shoulders, was a boxing enthusiast, and 
had numerous small scars on his forehead, which in QOID's 
opinion had been obtained from boxing. His command of the 
English language during the period 1936 to I938 was very poor, 
however. Improved rapidly.
